Controversial plans for new military rehabilitation centre 


Plans to replace the country’s lead¬ 
ing rehabilitation centre for in¬ 
jured servicemen with a new £300m 
complex in the Midlands have been 
met with shock and surprise. 

An outline planning application 
has been submitted to Rushcliffe 
Council to turn Stanford Hall, an 
18th century estate near Loughbor¬ 
ough, into a bigger, more accessible 
replacement for Headley Court in 
Epsom. 

If plans for the “state-of-the-art 
centre for military personnel suf¬ 
fering from physical and psycho¬ 
logical trauma” are approved in the 
coming months, Headley Court will 
become surplus to requirements 
after 2017. 

This is despite all the money that 
has been ploughed into creating

state-of-the art facilities there and 
a world-class team of 400 staff who 
have helped rebuild the lives of so 
many seriously injured men and 
women. 

Just last September a new £17m, 
Ministry of Defence-funded treat¬ 
ment and accommodation centre 
was opened, followed by a £410,000 
Medicinema launched in October 
thanks to funds raised by the Royal 
British Legion. 

Royal British Legion and Help for 
Heroes both declined to make any 
comment when contacted by the 
Epsom Guardian and the MoD 


insisted no final decision had 
been taken on the plans. 

The news will come as a big 
shock to many residents who 
have no idea about the threat 
to Headley Court, an institu¬ 
tion that has had very strong 
local support. 

Epsom Councillor Dan 
Stevens, whose brother was in 
the Army, said he was “com¬ 
pletely stumped” by the 
proposals. 

He said: “I would be surprised 
if Headley Court was replaced 
completely as it has had lots of 
investment from organisations 
like Help for Heroes.” 

Epsom resident Tony 
Goatham, whose son is due to 
return to Afghanistan next 



year, said he had not heard of 
the plans and would be very 
upset if Headley Court was 
shut down. 

He said: “I would be very, 
very surprised and shocked 
, if it was shut down because 
of the amount Help for 
Heroes has put into it. My 
son Ashley climbed 
Britain and Ireland’s five 
great peaks last summer 
to raise money and all my 
Christmas presents were 
from Help for Heroes.” 

It is believed that staff 
members at Headley Court 
are not yet widely aware of the 
plans and their implications.

Stanford Hall is a Grade II 
listed building, set in 3,600- 
acre grounds, which was 
bought in 2011 by the Duke of 
Westminster. He has offered 
the Ministry of Defence 
(MoD) use of the site to devel¬ 
op a Defence and National Re¬ 
habilitation Centre (DNRC) - 
a new military rehabilitation 
centre. 

According to the DNRC pro¬ 
ject’s website, Headley Court is 
a small site and, despite contin¬ 
uing investment, its ability to 
develop will soon be limited. It 
said the new centre would be 
easier to reach for service per¬ 
sonnel and their families than 
Epsom and the Midlands has 
become the main focus for de¬ 
fence medicine. It also plans to 
share its facilities and exper¬ 
tise in trauma rehabilitation 
with injured civilians at the 
site. 

Headley Court, which 
opened in 1950, is set on an 85- 
acre site, owned by the 
Headley Court Trust, and 
funded by the MoD. It was 
originally used by the RAF as 
a rehabilitation and convales¬ 
cent home for injured person¬ 
nel. It currently has space for 
200 inpatients and has 20,000 
out patient visits a year. 

An MoD spokeswoman said 
no final decisions on the fu¬ 
ture of Headley Court or 
Stanford Hall have been 
made. 


He said: “We expect to be in 
a position to announce 
progress on the next steps of 
the DNRC project towards the 
end of 2013. 

“However, we can be clear, 
our wounded and injured ser¬ 
vice personnel will continue 
to receive world-class care 
and rehabilitation.” 

Mr Goatham said: “I guess 
there are so many injuries 
that Headley Court can’t real¬ 
ly cope. Having a new centre 
can’t be a bad thing. 

“There are a lot more in¬ 
juries than are talked about - 
I was shocked to see how 
many guys were injured from 
one company at Alwyn’s 
medal ceremony. 

“You just have to look at 
Mali now - it seems they will 
get themselves involved in 
other wars. They’re planning 
for the future.” 

The number of seriously in¬ 
jured, or very seriously in¬ 
jured, combat casualties 
declined sharply to 54 last 
year, according to UK Defence 
Statistics 2012, following the 
withdrawal from Iraq and the 
ongoing reduction of service 
personnel from Afghanistan. 

Public consultation on the 
planning application ended 
on January 16 and a decision 
is expected by Rushcliffe 
Council in the first half of 
2013. 

If approved, the DNRC is 
scheduled for completed by 
2017.

New Line: Work is planned to begin in the 2020s

Proposals to create a £12bn rail 
link from Epsom to north east 
London have been welcomed 
by the local MP as a “boost” for 
the area. 

Business lobbying group 
London First announced its 
recommendations on Tuesday 
for the next stage of the gov¬ 
ernment’s high frequency rail¬ 
way - Crossrail 2. 

Crossrail 1, a £14billion pro¬ 
ject, is already under construc¬ 
tion and due for completion in 
2018. 

The proposed route for 
Crossrail 2, which would cost 
in the region of £12billion, 
would involve building an un¬ 
derground tunnel from Wim¬ 
bledon to Tottenham Hale via 
Tooting Broadway, Clapham 
Junction, and a number of cen¬ 
tral London stops. 

The route would include sep¬ 
arate branches at Wimbledon, 
leading to Epsom, Chessington 
South, Hampton Court and 
Twickenham via Kingston. 

If the recommendations are 
agreed by the Government, 
Epsom station could be the end 
of the line for Crossrail 2 
which is not expected to be 
built until at least 2031. 

Chris Grayling said: “It’s a 
very exciting concept. We will 
need to improve our infras¬ 


tructure in the future to make 
it happen and it is a longer 
term project with a big price 
tag. 

“But to have an enhanced 
train line coming through 
Epsom will only provide a 
boost for the area.” 


He also said the announce¬ 
ment can only be positive in 
terms of getting Epsom station 
into Zone 6. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said the recom¬ 
mendations are at a “very 
early stage”, but that Epsom’s 


inclusion in the proposed 
route is an “interesting 
development”. 

He said: “The council will en¬ 
gage with the bodies con¬ 
cerned at the appropriate time 
to lobby for what is in the best 
interests for the borough and 
its residents.” 

The plan is backed by Lon¬ 
don’s Mayor, Boris Johnson, 
who said the case for Crossrail 
2 was “incontestable”. 

Lord Adonis, chairman of 
the London First taskforce for 
Crossrail, said: “We urge the 
mayor and central government 
to take forward preparations 
for Crossrail 2, including a 
credible funding plan embrac¬ 
ing the public and private sec¬ 
tors, with a view to 
construction in the 2020s.” 

A London First spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Epsom and the south¬ 
west in general have been 
selected because this is such a 
congested area. 

“Up to 3.5m passengers used 
Epson last year, and 170,000 in¬ 
terchanged there. 

“This proposed route could 
have a transformational effect 
on passenger journeys into 
central London. 

“This would be a station, not 
a place where trains are stored. 
Further detailed feasibility 
work will be carried out by 
Network Rail/TfL on a station 
redevelopment.”

An electrifying discovery 


A fireman who was run¬ 
ning a cannabis factory in 
his flat was busted by fel¬ 
low firefighters who 
turned up to deal with a 
flood at the property. 

Troy Webber, 40, based at 
Chelsea fire station, was 
sentenced to two years in 
prison at Croydon Crown 
Court on January 28 after 
pleading guilty to produc¬ 
tion of a cannabis and 
stealing electricity from 
the grid.

Webber, a qualified elec¬ 
trician with his own elec¬ 
trical business, had used 
his knowledge to by-pass 
the electricity supply to 
steal £1,514.71 of electrici¬ 
ty from the grid.

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Village could get its own 
council if plans go ahead

Banstead could get its own 
council under proposals being 
mooted by community leaders 
tired of it being “the forgotten 
end of the borough”. 

A council rooted in the 
Banstead Village electoral 
ward could get a say over plan¬ 
ning, run youth projects and 
improve the environment 
through litter picking and the 
introduction of cycle paths. 

Banstead Village Residents’ 
Association chairman Roger 
Collins said: “We think that it’s 
a good idea. We are going for¬ 
ward on the assumption that it 
might be made to fly.” 

But Mr Collins stressed that 
a new council can only be cre¬ 
ated if the people of Banstead 
show support and get behind 
the idea. 

He said: “To justify the third 
tier of Government you have to 
show the residents will actual¬ 
ly get a benefit.” 

A petition signed by at least 
10 per cent of electors must be 
given to the borough council to 
trigger a review through which 
a village council can be created. 

Mr Collins said: “It would 


allow the area to have its say 
about what planning develop¬ 
ments should take place on a 
rather more formal basis than 
at the moment.” 

He said volunteers could be 
brought in to help run low- 
level services that the borough 
council is finding increasing 
difficult to manage due to fi¬ 
nancial constraints. 

He said: “If these were trans¬ 
ferred to a village council they 
might be able to do it easier be¬ 
cause they are operating on a 
small scale.” 


Colin Sutherland, who be¬ 
longs to Park Road Residents’ 
Association, said there was a 
lot of interest, but making it a 
reality would cost time and 
money. 

He said: “I think eventually it 
will happen. It would be an op¬ 
portunity for this area to start 
deciding some things for itself.” 

Mr Sutherland said he felt 
Reigate and Banstead Council 
invested less in Banstead than 
other parts of the borough. 

He said: “They have spent 
money up here, but it is so 


minute to the money spent 
elsewhere.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
it had not been approached 
about a proposal. 

She said: “We refute the sug¬ 
gestion that the council does 
not invest in the north of our 
borough as we do in other 
areas.” 

She highlighted plans for a 
new leisure centre in Tad- 
worth, improvements to Lady 
Neville recreation ground and 
new youth facilities in Nork 
and Tattenhams. 


Would village council 
be a worthwhile idea? 

Reporter ALICE FOSTER sounded out 
residents and shoppers about the plans 

Ronald Pell, who lived in 
Banstead for 10 years before 
moving to Sutton, said resi¬ 
dents would get the right to 
say what happened in the 
village. 

Mr Pell said: “I think it’s a 
good idea. If they had a local 
council they might be able to 
do more things for local 
people.” 


Linda Jones, owner of Ibis 
bookshop, said: “I would be 
fully supportive of that. 

“I support anything that in¬ 
volves the community, be¬ 
cause that’s important in a 
small village and Banstead 
has a good foundation and 
good history of being a 
community. 

“I think it would be great for 
the local companies.” 

Banstead resident Debbie McLeod said she did not know 
what a local council would add as there are already residents’ 
associations and a borough council. 

Ms McLeod said: “I’m not sure if I can see the point. I don’t 
have a view either way.” 

Resident Lesley Huitson said she felt that Banstead was a bit 
left out because the borough council prioritised other places. 

Ms Huitson said: “I think it would be a good idea. A local one 
would fight a bit harder for our rights.” 

Yvonne Blackman, from Sutton, said: “I think they need a 
local council to safeguard what they have got because you 
don’t find many places like this now.”

Southern’s customer survey slump 


Rail passengers have given 
Southern the third lowest rat¬ 
ing for overall satisfaction 
compared to other train com¬ 
panies nationwide. 

Southern passengers were 
also some of the least satis¬ 
fied with how punctual and 
reliable trains are and how 
well the train company dealt 
with delays. 

Findings of a national sur¬ 
vey released last week 
showed it was rated the sec¬ 
ond worst in terms of punctu¬ 
ality and reliabilty. 

Southern scored just 39 per 
cent for satisfaction with how 
it dealt with delays. 

Just 42 per cent of Southern 
passengers believed they 
were getting value for money 
- the sixth worst score in this 
category. 


Consumer watchdog Passen¬ 
ger Focus surveyed more than 
30,000 people last autumn 
and questioned them about 
their views on train 
companies. 

Just a month after field¬ 
work for the survey finished, 
Southern appointed a trou¬ 
bleshooter to arrest a sharp 
downturn in the punctuality 
and general reliability of its 
trains. 

David Scorey was made per¬ 
formance director after punc¬ 
tuality dropped by almost 10 
per cent last year and relia¬ 
bility also went down. 

At the time a spokesman 
said weather-related issues, 
railway infrastructure fail¬ 
ure plus some areas they had 
direct control over affected 
daily punctuality.

Man stung by duo’s lottery ticket scam 


A man and a woman claimed 
they had a £2m winning lottery 
ticket to con a 64-year-old man 
out of £30,000. 

The victim was walking near 
the Poundland store in Worces¬ 
ter Park on January 29 at about 
lpm, when he was approached 
by the pair. 

The woman, who was wearing 
a brightly coloured sari, said she 
had a £2m National Lottery tick¬ 
et but, because she was a mi¬ 
grant worker, she could not 
claim it. 

The pair convinced the man 
that if he handed over the 
money he had in his bank 
account that day, they would 


give him £500,000, as long as he 
helped them claim their £2m 
winnings. 

They drove to his home in 
Shrubland Grove, Worcester 
Park, in a car, thought to be a 
black Range Rover, to gather his 
bank statements and passport. 

The tricksters then drove him 
to three banks in Worcester 
Park, North Cheam and Sutton 
High Street and waited inside 
the car while he withdrew 
£10,000 in each. 

Finally, they asked him to pick 
up some medicine from a 
chemist in Throwley Way, 
Sutton, because the woman had 
been sick. 


However, when the man 
returned from the chemist, the 
pair had disappeared. 

The man said he was not 
threatened or forced to hand 
over money. 

He reported the crime to the 
police four hours later. 

The woman is described as 
being about 40, 5ft 4in, and of 
large build. 

The man is described as a Sikh 
male, about 25, 6ft, and was 
wearing a black suit and turban 
at the time.

Mrs Foster, of Priory Court 
in Chipstead Road, Banstead, 
was looked after by nurses 
from Sutton-based Carefirst 24 
and depended on them for her 
medication, food and drink. 

The agency was raided and 
six people arrested on January 
15 amid allegations the compa-

ny had employed illegal immi¬ 
grants under false identities. 

Surrey County Council con¬ 
tracted her care to Carefirst 24 
and alternative arrangements 
were supposed to have been 
made. 

The UK Border Agency

week before the raid to make it 
aware altenative arrange¬ 
ments would have to be made. 

But Mrs Foster, who did not 
have a panic alarm, did not get 
any replacement care. 

Surrey Safeguarding Adults 
Board, made up of agencies in¬ 
cluding councils, the NHS and 
the police, is investigating the 
incident and could recommend 
changes in working practices 
and structure as a result.

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Ex-flyer goes from fighting 
Taliban to selling freesias

A flight sergeant has swapped 
spy planes for flowers after 30 
years service in the RAF. 

Steve Bevan hung up his 
uniform last month having 
taken over Flowerwise Florist 
in Epsom Downs last August. 

Mr Bevan, who speaks Ara¬ 
bic and Pashto - a language 
spoken both in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan - used to fly in a 
high-tech Nimrod over 
Afghanistan listening in on 
the radio communications of 
al-Qa’eda and the Taliban. 

In 2006, a Nimrod blew up 
over the country killing the 
crew of 12, the single greatest 
loss of British servicemen 
since the Falklands. 

When the plane was finally 
taken out of service in 2011 he 
decided to go into the flower 
business instead of training 
in America on the replace¬ 
ment aircraft. 

Mr Bevan said: “I made a de¬ 
cision that after 30 years I just 
wanted a change. 

“I also wanted a small busi¬ 
ness as a challenge, which is 
what I’m trying to do. We live 
in Kingswood and there was 
no florist before.” 

He said he has learned a lot 
about flowers since a year ago 
when he did not know a hy¬ 
drangea from a rose. 

He said: “It’s been a very 
steep learning curve, but 
I know most of the flowers 
now. 

“My favourite flower is a

lisianthus. I just like the 
colours of them, the purples 
and blues.” 

Mr Bevan employs three staff 
at the shop in Fir Tree Road 
and said the business was 
going well with new clients 
such as Epsom College. 

The shop even delivered a 
Christmas wreath for actor 
Michael Caine’s house in 
Leatherhead. 


He said: “Christmas was 
busy because I started selling 
Christmas trees this year.” 

Mr Bevan, from Chester, 
joined the RAF in 1983. He 
said: “I was 17 and just walked 
in the job centre one day and 
there was a job there for a 
communications officer.” 

Before taking to the air, 
Mr Bevan had been in RAF 
communications in Holland, 


Germany, Gibraltar and 
Northern Ireland during the 
Troubles. 

Mr Bevan, who has notched- 
up more than 2,000 hours 
in the air, also spent time as a 
maritime warfare specialist 
as part of a squadron based in 
Scotland. 

He moved to Kingswood five 
years ago after meeting his 
wife who lived there.

Extension for ‘fatally 
flawed’ consultation 


A consultation on removing 
a fire engine from Epsom 
has been extended for an¬ 
other month following 
protests from councillors. 

Surrey Fire and Rescue 
Service’s (CFRS) consulta¬ 
tion on its plans to reconfig¬ 
ure fire services in Epsom 
and Ewell and Reigate and 
Banstead, was due to end 
last Friday, February 1. 

But Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil has now extended the 
consultation until March 4 
and has arranged a public 
meeting on February 14 to 
give residents a chance to 
have their say on fire ser¬ 
vices in the area. 

The leaders of each of 
Epsom and Ewell Council’s 
groups - councillors Clive 
Woodbridge, Julie Morris, 
Sheila Carlson and Darren 
Dale - wrote to Surrey 
County Council (SCC) last 
month saying the consulta¬ 
tion was “fundamentally 
flawed” and it must go back 
to the drawing board. 

The consultation proposes 
relocating one of Epsom’s 
two engines to Burgh Heath 
by 2014, which would nearly 
double the average time it 
would take for firefighters 
to start treating a serious 
fire in the town. 

The councillors said the 
consultation had run for an 
“inadequate” time period 
and public meetings should 
have been held and consul¬ 
tation documents were put

up on SCC’s website under a 
heading that read “consulta¬ 
tions that have ended”. 

Councillors said Epsom, 
the most densely populated 
borough in Surrey, is expe¬ 
riencing a growth in its pop¬ 
ulation, which meant that 
fire resources under SFRS’ 
proposals would be “spread 
too thinly”. 

The public meeting on 
Thursday, February 14, is at 
Bourne Hall, in Spring 
Street, Ewell, from 6.30pm 
to 8.30pm. 

There will be 50 spaces 
available and those wishing 
to register their place, or to 
comment on the proposals 
which can be viewed on 
SCC’s website, should email

Leisure centre to open next year?

A multi-million pound 
leisure centre with a six-lane 
swimming pool, football 
pitches and gym could be 
built as early as autumn 
2014. 

Plans have been submitted 
for the £8.7m centre to be 
funded by the creation of 130 
new homes in Merland Rise, 
Tadworth. 

If the application is ap¬ 
proved then work will begin 
this autumn on the centre 
sporting a 25-metre pool, 
sports hall, creche, cafe, 
dance studios and four five-a- 
side football pitches. 

An outline application to 
build 107 houses and 23 flats 
on Banstead leisure centre 
site has also been submitted 
with 25 per cent earmarked 
for affordable housing. 

This includes proposals to 
improve Merland Rise recre¬ 
ation ground including a re¬ 
located skate park and new 
playground. 

The leisure centre will be 
funded by selling the old 
leisure centre site to develop¬ 
ers who will then have to 
submit detailed applications. 

The development, which 
has youth and community 
space, is being funded 
through a joint venture 
by Reigate and Banstead 
Council and Surrey 


County Council. 

Tattenham Community 
Centre and part of the play¬ 
ground will need to be de¬ 
molished to make way for an 
access road while the new 
leisure centre will be built on 
the training pitch and part of 
the recreation ground. 

The community centre will 
be temporarily moved to the 
current leisure centre in 
Merland Rise, which will re¬ 
main open until the new one 
starts operations. 

Councillor Natalie Bram- 
hall, executive member for 


property and regeneration, 
said: “I’m really pleased 
we’ve reached this important 
milestone and that the new 
facilities people have been 
promised are moving closer 
to reality. 

“The redevelopment of the 
old leisure centre site for 
new homes will help to pay 
for the new facilities.” 

David Hodge, leader of Sur¬ 
rey County Council, said: 
“This project isn’t just about 
providing fantastic new com¬ 
munity facilities and better 
housing. 


“It is also about investing 
in a community to improve 
the lives of those who live 
there.” 

The new leisure centre will 
be run by GLL, a charitable 
social enterprise for the 
community. 

Reigate and Banstead have 
submitted the application for 
the centre, which has a 50 
station gym and parking for 
125 cars, and an outline ap¬ 
plication for new homes. 

The county council will 
submit an application for the 
development of the former

A bench has been dedicated to 
a woman who devoted 50 years 
of her life to serving the 
community. 

Margaret De Lyon, 88, was a 
councillor and secretary to or¬ 
ganisations helping polio suf¬ 
ferers and couples with 
marriage problems. 

Friends and family joined 
representatives of Woodcote 
Millenium Green trust and 
Woodcote Residents Society, 
which made her its first life 
president, for a ceremony at 
the green, in Epsom, on 
Monday. 

Mrs De Lyon loved to walk 
and sit near the spot, before 
her death in 2011. 

She grew up in a Mon¬ 
mouthshire hamlet in Wales 
with no electricity or running 
water, but left at the age of 16 to 
find work in wartime London. 

She married Leonard De 
Lyon, from Surrey, in 1942 and 
as a young mother became sec¬ 
retary to the Epsom Marriage 
Guidance Council and Sutton 
Polio Foundation. 

When her husband died in 
1984 she decided to stand as a 
member of Epsom Council in 
1987 and went on to represent 


Woodcote ward for 12 years. 

During that time she helped 
start Dial-a-Ride, developed 
day centres and improved 
meals on wheels. She was also 
an Epsom Downs conservator 
and vice chairman of the high¬ 
ways committee. 

The bench was the gift of her 
daughters, Heather and Hilary 
De Lyon. 

Hilary De Lyon, 56, said: “She 
was a practical person and 
liked the idea of something 
that would benefit others. 

“She would have enjoyed sit¬ 
ting on it herself.” 

Ms De Lyon said when her 
mother gave up work as a 


civil servant she increasingly 
devoted time to volunteer and 
help people’s lives in the 
community. 

Ms De Lyon said: “She was 
enthusiastic and a very socia¬ 
ble person.” 

Mark Swan, chairman of 
the Woodcote Millennium 
Green Trust, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be dedicating this 
seat to Margaret De Lyon, 
who was so full of energy and 
gave so much to the people of 
Epsom. 

“She was a keen supporter 
of the Woodcote Millennium 
Green, and loved to walk 
and sit here.”

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Benefit changes ‘will 
hit poorest hardest’

Families struggling on benefits 
are being warned not to bury their 
heads in the sand over impending 
welfare reforms. 

Epsom and Ewell Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau (CAB) is calling on 
people to think ahead to avoid spi¬ 
ralling further into debt when ben¬ 
efit cuts are introduced in April. 

Bureau manager Tom Sheriff 
said: “I am worried the impact of 
many of these welfare reforms 
will increase people’s debts. 

“It is really important they seek 
help and advice at the earliest op¬ 
portunity and don’t bury their 
heads in the sand.” 

Wide-ranging changes being 
rolled out this year will cap bene¬ 
fits, make more people pay council 
tax and cut benefits for people 
with spare bedrooms. 

Mr Sheriff said about 75 families 
in the borough will be hit when 
benefits are capped at £500 a week 
for couples and £350 a week for sin¬ 
gle adults in September. Some will 
lose £100 a week or more. 

He said: “There’s an issue about 
a number of them not being able to 
find rent money for where they 
live. There’s a problem brewing.” 

From April a “bedroom tax” will 
hit people in social housing, who 


they face a 14 per cent cut in hous¬ 
ing benefit for one extra bedroom 
and 25 per cent cut for two extra 
bedrooms. 

Many people in Epsom and 
Ewell and Reigate and Banstead 
will also have to pay council tax for 
the first time in April. 

He said: “It’s going to be a big 
issue. They are going to find out in 
the next couple of months and 
they are the poorest people.” 

He said the impact of welfare re¬ 
forms is going to be uneven with 


some parts of the borough suffer¬ 
ing far worse than other affluent 
neighbourhoods. 

The CAB had about 3,000 new 
cases a year with half its casehold 
coming from Court, Town and 
Ruxley wards. 

Mr Sheriff said: “Epsom and 
Ewell is an affluent area with 
pockets of deprivation.”

They do not make tables like they 
used to. In 1940, John Grace was 
saved by one when a German 
bomb crashed through the roof of 
his Ewell home. 

Mr Grace was just six when his 
house, in Kingston Road, Ewell, 
was bombed on October 13,1940. 

Mr Grace, who is now 78 and 
lives in Chessington, visited 
Bourne Hall museum in Ewell last 
Thursday to pass on his memories 
and photographs of the time. 

He and his sister had been tem¬ 
porarily evacuated to Sheffield at 
the start of the war and had just 
returned home when the bomb 
struck. 

He said: “My mother had got din¬ 
ner ready and then the siren went 
off. 

“My father was actually building 
an air raid shelter at the time and 
we got bombed before he got the 
roof on. 

“When the siren went, we got 
under the dining table. The bomb 
hit the house next door and its in¬ 
terior walls came down into ours. 

“But we all survived. I was 


shocked at the time, but no one 
was actually hurt. 

“Not an awful lot of our house 
was left afterwards and we spent 
the rest of the night in next door’s 
Anderson shelter.” 

Hundreds of bombs rained down 
on Epsom during the war.

Never put 
it in the freezer! 

Opening: 

Opening a bottle of 
Champagne can be 
intimidating for 
most. Slant the 
bottle at a 45 degree 
angle away from 
guests. Untwist and 
remove the wire 
muzzle, grasp the cork 
firmly with thumb and 
forefinger, twist the bottle 
slowly, let pressure help push 
out the cork.

Snow and ice stops big commute 


One in five motorists was too afraid to drive 



New research commissioned 
by Green Flag Breakdown 
reveals Brits missed 
51.4 million working hours in 
the recent snowy conditions. 

Over 8.5million (18 per cent) 
adults were unable to work 
their contracted hours 
because of the adverse 
weather, costing employers 
an estimated £318million. 

Over 3.8 million people 
missed at least a full day of 
work as a result of the arctic 
weather conditions. Over 
590,000 people missed at least 
two days. 

The snow and icy 
conditions kept almost one in 
five (19 per cent) of motorists 
off the road because they 
were afraid of driving. 

A further 2.3million (five 
per cent) tried to take to 
the roads but were unable 
to make any headway 


because of ice. 

Despite delays, public 
transport was seen as a safe 
refuge in bad weather, with 
12 per cent of people taking 
trains, tubes and buses 
instead of driving because 
they felt it was the safer 
option. 

However, millions of people 
were attracted to the thrill of 
driving in the icy conditions, 
with 17 per cent of Brits 
claiming they enjoyed the 
challenge of navigating the 
roads despite the adverse 
conditions. While a quarter 
(25 per cent) of men enjoyed 
the challenge of driving on 
icy roads, just eight per cent 
of women felt the same. 

Those driving for the ‘rush’ 


or challenge of navigating icy 
roads put themselves, their 
passengers, other road users 
and pedestrians at risk as a 
car that loses control, even at 


low speeds, can be involved in 
a serious accident. 

Miranda Schunke, 
spokesperson for Green Flag, 
said: “Green Flag’s service 


personnel worked round 
the clock to respond to 
record volumes of incidents, 
helping motorists who found 
themselves in difficulty 


on the road. In future, we 
may see more drivers 
following the continental lead 
and investing in winter tyres 
and snow chains to help them 
cope with difficult driving 
conditions.” 

Green Flag Breakdown 
reports it saw call-outs 
increase by an average of 
88 per cent, compared to the 
same week last year. 

On Tuesday, January 22, 
incident volumes were 
159 per cent higher than the 
same day last year. 

The extremely high demand 
for breakdown support 
highlights the risks faced by 
motorists who take to the 
roads in severe and icy 
conditions.

Sutton & Epsom coach Jeff 
Parsons has an injury list as 
long as his arm and it is dent¬ 
ing his hopes for automatic 
promotion. 

After last weekend’s 16-10 
defeat at home to leaders 
Chobham, second-placed Sut¬ 
ton are three points adrift, 
having been eight points clear 
at the turn of the year. 

Matt Whittacker went over 
for Sutton’s sole try at Cud- 
dington Court, and Frankie 
Murray completed the scor¬ 
ing with the boot.
